State Funeral at Capital 
Will Precede Interment 
at Cheyenne; Hoover 
Pays Tribute. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(4)— 
Death today removed from the senate 
the man who had participated in more 
of the political stfuggles of that body 
than any other person in history— 
Senator Francis BE. Warren, of Wyo- 
ming. 

The 85-year-old “dean” of the sen- 
ate, who had served continuously since 
1895 and for three years previously, 
succumbed at 10:05 o’clock this morn- 
ing to an attack of pnetmonia after 
three week's illness starting with 
bronchitis. 

The veteran statesman was the old- 
est member of the senate both in 
years and length of service and was 
the only member who participated in 
the War Between the States, serving. 
in the Union army along with Jus- 
tie Holmes of the supreme court. Rep- 
resentative Stedman, of North Caro- 
lina, is a veteran of the Confederate 


army. 
Shock to Colleagues. 

_ His passing came as a shock to his 

senate colleagues and to his many 

Washington friends who had hoped 

his rugged constitution would bring 

him through to recovery. 

A turn for the worse came last 
night and so weakened his resistance 
that he was unable to rally, despite 
every effort made by his physician, 
Dr. John Minor, who maintained an 
all-night vigil at the bedside. 

Present when he died was Mrs. 
Warren; his son, Fred Warren, of 
Cheyenne, and his son-in-law, Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing, commander 
ofthe American Expeditionary force 
to France in the World War. Gen- 
eral Pershing, upon his arrival from 
abroad Monday, visited his father-in- 
law and expressed confidence that he 
would recover. ; 

A pioneer of the west, Senator 
Warren was intensely interested in 
development of that section, but he 
was best known for his work in the 
senate. As chairman of the power- 
ful appropriations committee since the 
Hasdiue administration came _ into 
power in 1921, he was responsible for 

iloting through the senate the legis- 
lation providing for the monetary 
needs of the federal government. 


Worked on Bills. 


Only recently, until he became ill, 
he had been at work preparing for the 
appropriation bills which will come 
( ore congress when it convenes in 
regular session December 2.

Gordy is being held on a charge 
of murder.

The affair will be investigated by the 
grand jury, which meets December 9. 

Officers say that McGuffin owed a

Gordy has made no statement save 
that of denying the use of the knife.

COMING CONGRESS 


President Hoover’s First 
Message to Regular Ses- 
sion Being Awaited With 


Intense Interest.

WASHINGTON, Noy. 24.—(4)—A 
jaded senate, racked by tariff strife, 
and a rested house, fresh from 
months of idleness, convene next Mon- 
day to face what is foreseen as a 
legislative program of great peacetime 
proportions and importance. 

Not since the post-war period have 
there been so many prospective ma- 
jor legislative proposals of a sweep- 
ing nature to confront a first regu- 
lar session of congress. 

The long-considered tariff bill will 
again occupy the harassed senate aft- 
er a ten-day cessation of turmoil be- 
tween the special and regular session. 
Tax reduction, appropriation ~ bills, 
ratification of the French debt agree- 
ment and. transfer of prohibition ad- 
ministration from the treasury to the 
justice department are matters viewed 


as requiring early attention in both 


houses, 
Other Big Bills. 

While house leaders hope the sen- 
ate will pass the tariff measure so it 
can be sent to conference by the 
Christmas holidays, they are making 
plans to deal with other important 
legislation affecting rivers and har- 
bor improvement, the federal radio 
commission, railroad. conselidation 
métor ‘bus regulation, expansion of 
military aviation programs, Muscle 
Shoals, public lands and Indian af- 
fairs. 

With organization difficulties evi- 
dent for the senate majority leaders 
as long as the democratic-independent 
coalition continues, majority house 
leaders anticipate no such difficulty, 
Led by Speaker Longworth, Repre- 
sentative Tilson, of Connecticut, the 
floor leader, and Chairman Snell, of 
the house rules committee, the repub- 
licans have a fair majority. Aided 
by rules limiting debate, the republic- 
ans have perfected a machine that so 
far has ridden over all opposition of 
the democrats. 

Senator Watson, of Indiana, who 
surrendered the republican leadership 
to Senator Jones, of Washington, dur- 
ing the last few weeks of the special 
session to take a much needed rest, 
will return this week to seek to re- 
align the republicans and 
ents and secure a working majority. 


House Wants to Work. 
Having waitec since last June for 


| the senate to pass the tariff bill, house 
members are eager to get to work. 


They have been marking time since 
September 23 with semi-weekly ses- 
sions at which they did no work. 

Chairman Hawley, of the house 
ways and means committee, has draft- 
ed a resolution. calling for a $160,- 
000,000 tax reduction on 1929 in- 
comes which the administration spon- 
sors and on which leaders of both 
parties in both houses have, agreed. 
It will be the first major legislative 
business before the house, 

Hearings on four supply bills are 
under way, and Representative Til- 
son predicted that the treasury and 
postoffice bill, which probably will 
call for an outlay of nearly a billion 
dollars, and the war department bill, 
would be passed by the Christmas hol- 
idays. In view of President Hoover’s 
desire to reduce appropriations for 
military purposes, a curtailment is 
expected in the war department bill, 
while an increase is expected for 


non-military purposes.

Miss Sue B. Haley, 39, for more

Russian Planes Are 
Bombing City of Khailar, 
Which Is Also Reported 
Captured. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—(@)— 
President Hoover completes his cycle 
of business progress conferences. to- 
morrow by receiving heads of farm 
organizations at the White House. 

This will be his first meeting with 
spokesmen for the agriculture indus- 
try since the farm relief legislation 
was put into operation, and it is to 
be expected that there will be such 
assurances of federal co-operation a4 
to stimulate the industry. 

The president may have covered the 
major fields of endeavor in the coun- 
try with the conclusion of tomorrow's 


conference. He also has called upon 
the governors of the states ta co-op- 
erate fully with the movement to off- 
set the effects of the stock market 
situation by speeding up as far as pos- 
sible the programs of public © con- 
struction in states, cities and counties. 

Out of the conferences which Mr. 
Hoover initiated will come a more or 
less permanent organization within 
the industries which is to be  per- 
ormed at a meeting here on Decem- 
ber 5. This was called today by the 
United States Chamber of Commerce, 
which has sent invitations to from 
150 to 250 business leaders represent- 
ing practically all of the business 
groups in the nation. 

Hoover to Speak. 

President Hoover will open this con- 
ference with a brief talk outlining his 
purposes and reviewing what has peep 
accomplished. ~ ‘Thisae4 sed ina 
letter, copies of which will be sent to- 
morrow to the groups and which will 
be signed by Julius Barnes, chairman 
of the board, and William” Butter- 
worth, president of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“This conference will be opened by 
President Hoover,” the letter will say, 
“and is the outgrowth of a conviction 
on his part that American business is 
so organized as to be fully capable 
of mobilizing its forces in co-operation 
with the government. : 

“It is gratifying that from such 
high authority should come this recog- 
nition of the efficiency and _ trust- 
worthiness of business organizations 
in this country, and there is now a 
responsibility upon us to discharge 
this trust with sober devotion and 
practical efficiency. 

“The preliminary conferences which 
the president held last week with in- 
dividual business leaders indicates a 
situation that has no fundamental 
weakness. Indeed the absence of 
weak factors and_ the presence of 
strong ones constitute tribute to the 
high standards and the wise practices 
of American businessmen. There are 
no burdensome stocks of commodities, 
and this is owing to far-sighted manu-

TOKYO, Nov, 24-—()—A tele 
gram from Japanese sources in Har- 
bin today said soviet cavalry and 
tanks had penetrated behind the Chi- 
nese army's position at Khailar, in 
Manchuria, cutting off the Chinese 
retreat. Severe fighting was re 
ported. 

Another Harbin telegram estimated 
Chinese casualties at 12,000. Chi- 
nese likewise were reported losing 
heavily on the border east of Khailar. 
The message said soviet troops had 
extended their line around Muling, 
west of Pogranichnaya. Khailar was 
reported captured. 

Other dispatches to Rengo, Japanese 
news agency, from Harbin and Muk- 
den, today said the Chinese military 
bad abandoned all pretense of defend- 
ing the Chinese Eastern railway west 
of the Khingan mountains and were 
fleeting eastward, looting on the way. 
Civilian and soldier refugees were de- 
scribed as demoralized. 

Separate Peace. 

Seeming confirmation of reports 
that Mnkden. will sue for a separate 
peace with Russia was ineclyded in 
the dispatches, which said the’ Chinese 
already were negotiating with M. Mel- 
inikov, former consul general at Har- 
bin, now at Chita, in Siberia. 

Chinese sources quoted by Rengo 
said headquarters were being estab- 
lished at Buchatu, about 100 miles 
east of Khailar. Preparations for 
evacuation of Khailar were being. 
made several days ago. Soviet air- 
planes were said to be bombing that 
city steadily. 

The reported Russian occupation 
extends 100 kilometers east @f Man- 
chuli, along the Chinese Eastern rail- 
road. Considerable Russian forces 
were said to be in possession of the 
stations Delainor and Zagan, but in- 
formation concerning regions beyond 
Khailar is admittedly untrustworthy. 
It is therefore impossible to deter- 
mine how far the Chinese retreat was 
due to panic or actual soviet aagnen = 
pressure. The Russians may be raid- 
ing on a larger scale than hitherto or 
invading to stay. 

8,000 Disarmed. 

Moscow dispatches claiming the 
Russian troops disarmed 8,000 Chi- 
nese and captured 10,000 rifles have 
been supported by Chinese accounts of 
a military disaster in the northwest 
wherein Chinese garrisons at Man- 
chuli, Delainor and elsewhere simply 
melted away. 

Although Japanese correspondents 
have been inclined to exaggerate the 
Chinese difficulties, there is little 
doybt but that the regime of Chang 
Hsueh-Liang, military governor of 
Manchuria, is trying to sue f a 
separate peace, influenced in that 
direction by actual financial distress, 
plus the importunities of Chang Tso- 
siang and Wan,Fu Lin, military 
aides, whose troops are the 
brunt of the soviet attack. 

The loss of men and materials un- 
doubtedly has. been considerable, 
while troops remaining to confront 
the Russians were described as lack-

RESTORED IN BODY 
AFTER DEATH 


VIENNA, Austria, Noy. 24. — 
(United News.)—Dr. R. Eisenmenger, 
of the Vienna Physiological institute, 
claimed today he had succeeded in 
temporarily restoring blood circula- 
tion and reviving other functions in 
dead bodies. He said he used a motor- 
driven pump and simultaneously in- 
jected salt water into the veins. Full 
appearance of life was not restored, 
but color returned to the cheeks and 
wounds bled.

Choosing a mate will be something 
of a rationalistic process for the pres- 
ent college generation, if the opinions 
of Emory University students may be 
taken as a criterion. Romance has 
not lost its glamor: it is merely be- 
coming more sensible, apparently. 

Tall, handsome and immaculate gen- 
tlemen, football heroes, the captivating 
centers of attention at midnight frol- 
ics and the charming sponsors gracing 
the pages of beauty sections in college 
annuals, may be the “wall flowers” 
when the wedding music begins. Suit- 
able mates are by no means found in 
the over-colored social swirl of col- 
lege life, both co-eds and eds have gen- 
erally agreed. 

“It’s pretty hard to say what your 
ideal is when you know you won't 
even think about it when you really 
fall in love’ was Sarah Lee Potts’ 
way of putting the matter. “At that. 
time your ideal will be ‘him’; you will 
be blinded to the virtues of others.” 
Thus those who fear the loss of true 
love in the matter of choice will have 
their fears dispelled. But the majority 
of the co-eds see no good reason for 
going into the matter of matrimony 
blinded to everything else but love. 


Ideal on High Plane. 


This co-ed's ideal is pitched on a 
high plane. “He” must be “eugeni- 
cally fit, physically and mentally trust- 
worthy, chivalrous, considerate and 
sympathetic, a good mixer, a good 
companion, have a capacity for a col- 
lege education, ability to earn a com- 
fortable living and good prospects. 
have a personality, possess a sense of 
humor and high Christian ideals, Above 
all he must demand my respect and 
admiration, cal] forth the best in me 
and love me and me only—be a one- 
woman man.” 

Lucile Coleman agreed with Sarah 
Lee Potts in most of the discussion 
but she believes that if a man is 
trustworthy, in every sense of the 
word, he would be acceptable in every 
relation to his mate, If he is trust- 
worthy, his business relations and abil- 
ity, loyalty to her, spirit of service, 
companionship and almost every other 
virtue would be included. 

When Earl Miller, the “theolog,” 
and Bill Woodruff, the prospective 
barrister, finally secured -a hearing, 
they differed in several aspects. 

Woodruff, who is 5 feet 4 1-2, 
wanted to be sure that his ideal fu- 
ture-intended was no taller than him- 
self. “She must be good-looking and 
able to cook three meals a day with- 
out giving me indigestion. I don’t 
care whether she is a college graduate 
or not, but she must be intellectual 
and able to read and discuss things 
in which I am interested.” 

Wants College Graduate. 

Earl Miller has as his ideal a col- 

ele graduate, if possible, and he 


doesn’t care for mere sentimentality, 
but wants something deeper. “She 
must care for me,” he said. “She 
should be willing to criticize my faults 
candidly when necessary, but not ha- 
bitually. I want her to be interested 
in the fmer things of life, music, 
art, books and church work, naturally, 
but more interested in making a 
home.” 

Those interviewed in the school of 
theology generally agreed with Miller 


in that their ideal should be a Chris-, 


tian, not necessarily an assistant pas- 
tor, but rather a home-maker, one 
strong physically, and attractive, but 
not necessarily pretty. 

The medical students, among the 
men, generally, include the qualifica- 
tion of a college degree. They are 
not generally of the opinion that a 
beautiful woman is necessary, but 
they, too, want a mate who is at- 
tractive. 

A woman will have to be fairly 
adept in the domestic art of cooking 
to meet the approval of an Emory 
lawyer. The opinion is not unani- 
mous, however, for the only reply one 
prominent law student had was, 
“Really, I have never thought about 
the matter of a mate of any kind.” 


Many Males Indifferent. 


This indifference was even more 
marked on the part of some of the 
students in the school of arts and 
sciences. “I don’t want any for a 
long time.” said one of the campus 
leaders. There was a note of skep- 
ticism in the reply, “My ideal mate 
is a woman who can keep her mouth 
shut and who ean cook.” The room- 
mate of the student who gave that 
reply added, “You are exactly right. 
and that is my order too, because I 
know there ain’t no such animal.” 

Intellect, not necessarily implying 
a college education, good looks in a 
fair proportion and health were the 
chief qualifications for an ideal wife. 
given by most of the male under- 
graduates. 

There was no such indifference on 
the part of the co-eds of the liberal 
arts college, the nurses’ training school 
or the graduate department. Their 
ideals are manifold, but the majority 
of the co-eds want a man with a sense 
of humor. They nearly all agree that 
he must be a college graduate, because, 
they say, they want a 
man, one who is “superior.” Neat- 
ness as opposed to male beauty is a 
leading qualification. Love is taken 
for granted in most cases. High 
ideals and Christian principles are 
outstanding demands made by them. 
Companionship and congeniality meet 
most of the female ideals.

NOT SURE CURE 
FOR DEFECTIVES 


LONDON, Nov. 24.—(#)—Steriliza- 
tion of mental defectives would not 
eliminate all mental deficiency, ac- 
cording to the report of Sir George 
Newman, chief medical officer of the 
department of education, on the 
“Health of the School Child.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—(Special.) 
Cotton, during the first half of the 
week just ended, continued the up- 


ward movement. begun during the pre- 
ceding one until it had established a 
net recovery of slightly more than $5 
per bale from recent lows. Shorts 
covered freely and there was consid- 
erable replacement buying. while mer- 
chants and spinners contributed to the 
upturn by lifting outstanding hedges 
and by fixing prices on call purchases. 
At times foreign textile interests were 
particularly good buyers, some houses 
with connections abroad reporting the 
best buying from that source for at 
least six months. 
Lowering of the rediscount rate by 
the Bank of England. flotation by 
Japan of a loan of $50,000,000. in 
England and the United States, the 
better tone in the securities market, 
the more honeful feeling regarding the 
business outlook engendered by the con- 
ferences between President Hoover 
and leading business and financial in- 
terests, plentifulness of funds at rela- 
tively low rates, better demand for 
actual cotton at rising basis, further 
sharp falling off in the movement of 
the crop and the temporarily over- 
sold condition of the market were all 
contributing factors in_the upturn. 
The advance. however, failed to 
bring appreciable increase in either 
trade or speculative buying. On the 
contrary hedge selling from the south 
ecame somewhat heavier while there 
was free liquidation by longs in De- 
cember in preparation: for first no- 
tice day on that ontion tomorrow 
(Monday). Under this pressure, as 
well as renewal of selling by profes- 
sional shorts who had covered. the 
market lost a substantial portion of 
the “earlier improvement and wound 
up at prices little changed from those 
at the end of the nrevious week: 
Offerings Absorbed. 
The heavy offerings in December by 
sneculative longs, who either sold out- 
right or transferred to distant months. 
were absorbed by spot interests and 
spinners without anpreciable change 
in differences which led to the im- 
pression ‘that notices. even if the en- 
tire certificated stock of abont 88&.- 
000 bales should be tendered, will 
not exert much, if any, depressing 
influence on prices. The certificated 
stock here is regarded as quite at- 
tractive, from the standpoint of both 
quality and price, and there is a sug- 
gestion that some of it may be taktn 
up by interests other than those put- 
ting out notices.

On Upgrade 


Cotton Prices Continue 


During Week 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 24.—)— 


While the cotton market was prob- 
ably not quite as active during the 
past week as during the weeks imme- 
diately preceding, it has been influ- 
enced mvustly by developments in con- 
nection with the cotton trade itself 
in contrast to being dominated by the 
fluctuations in the stock market, as 
was the case in the two weeks imme- 
diately preceding. 

The unfavorable weather in the belt, 
somewhat smaller ginning totals to’ 
Nevember 14 than had been expected, 
and the liquidation of the December 
position in advance of the first no- 
tice day for that month, which will 
be Monday, November 25, were the 
dominating influences. The recovery 
in stocks last week and the expecta- 
tion of smaller ginnings induced con- 
siderable buying not only by the trade 
but by outsiders. As a result prices 
early in the week continued on the 
upgrade and on Wednesday January 
traded as high as 17.78, or more than 
$5 a bale above the price touched just 
a week earlier. 

When the ginning report was issued 
showing a total ginned prior to No- 
vember 14 of 11,898,308 running bales, 


the first effect on the market was bull- 
ish, but there soon followed rather 


liberal liquidation by recent buyers 
who evidently bought on the chance 
that the ginnings would be _ even 
smaller than they were and liquidated 
freely when the actual figures were 
nown. 

This liquidation was soon supple- 
mented by: ‘liquidation of the December 
position in advafice of the first notice 
day by selling December and buying 
later months at the prevailing differ- 
ences. All this liquidation caused the 
January month to ease off to 17.40, 
or nearly $2 a bale below the price 
of Wednesday. There was some rally 
from this low level at the end of the 
week on belated covering by Decem- 
ber shorts. As a result’ the close 
showed a net loss for the week of only 
eight points. The weekly statistics 
showed a sharp falling off in the move- 
ment of the crop to market as well 
as quite satisfactory mill takings.

American spinners are about 212.- 
000 bales ahead of last year in their 
taking and they are somewhat better 
supplied with raw material than at 
that time. They are _ therefore’ in 
position to proceed moré leisurely 
than their foreign competitors in the 
matter of buying, but it is conceded 
that they still have large purchases 
to make. In the meantime owners 
are growing more independent, as evi- 
denced by the stiffer prices they are 
asking and by their Tefusal to sell 
when bids are not to their liking.

The almost com- 
plete stoppage of picking and gin- 
ning, incident to decidedly unfavor- 
able weather, is also resulting in 
marked contraction in offerings from 
first hands. | 

Rain or snow has fallen in prac- 
tically every part of the south during 
the past few days and grade of un- 
picked cotton has been severely low- 
ered. Open cotton, too, has suffered 
some quantitative loss and it is now 
decidedly questionable whether’ the 
crop will reach the last government 
estimate of 15,009,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. This. prospec- 
tive loss in production, however, has 
not yet been given 
tion for the reason that the majority 
of the trade are paying more attention 
to the Itkelihood of some decrease in 
consumption compared with the previ-« 
ous season as a result of the unfavor- 
able effect on business in general and 
textiles in particular of the recent 
heavy shrinkage in security values. It 
is largely for this reason that the 
small ginnings for the period ended 
November 13 induced so little trade 
or speculative demand.

The bull stock market that has just 
collapsed started in industrial shares

Starting on solid rock 
foundation, the warranted bull stock 
market continued orderly and sane 
until the closing months of 1925, de- 
spite the period vf unprecented 
abundance of easy money and trade 
activity beginning in 1924. In the 
closing months of 1925, there was 
growing uneasiness over steadily in- 
creasing brokerage loans which were 
feeding the bull steck market. In re- 
sponse to widespread agitation for 
corrective measures the federal reserve 
started early in 1926 to make weekly 
statements of brokers’ loans. Up to 
that time, no official figures on out- 
standing brokers’ loans had ever 
been made public. Even speculative 
Wall Street was startled when the 
federal reserve figures for the week 
ending January 6, 1926, covering loans 
made by member banks in this fed- 
eral reserve district on stock exchange 
collateral for their own account, for 
the account of out-of-town banks and 
for the account of “others,” meaning 
corporations and individuals, were giv- 
en as $3,141,000,000. Not even spec- 
ulative Wall street had dreamed that 
the total was so large. 

The bull stock market continued for 
the first six weeks of 1926 but with 
the price movement very erratic. By 
the end of March the average price 
of stocks was down 30 points from the 
new high established early in the year.

NEW YORK, Noy. 24.—(#)—The 
gridiron vanguard moved along today, 
minus some of its hitherto’ conspic- 
uous membership, but with the posi- 
tions of several of the foremost co!- 
lege football units more strongly for- 
tified than ever, 

Notre Dame, Purdue and Texas 
Christian all added impressive victo- 
ries to records that show neither de- 
feat nor tie, but California, Yale and 
Detroit met reverses that represented 
distinct shocks to the advance dope. 


The two big classics of east and. 
west resulted in sensational upsets as 
Stanford walloped the hitherto unde- 
feated California Bears, 21 to 6, while 
Harvard's rugged forces beat Yale. 
10 to 6, in a game that saw the Eli 
ace, Albie Booth, close his sophomore 
year as more of a goat than a hero. 

California’s last game smeared the 
bright championships hopes of the 
Bears and left the Pacific coast con- 
ference race in a scrambled condition. 
California had beaten Southern Cali- 
fornia. which defeated Stanford, so 
that the “Big Three” of the far west 
new stands in something approximat- 
ing a triple tie. St. Mary's remains 
the only unbeaten team on the Pacific 
coast. 

At Cambridge, in sub-zero weather, 
Harvard closed an erratic campaign 
with a triumph over Yale especially 
satisfactory because the Crimson put 
on its winning spurt simultaneously 
with the entry of the much-feared Mr. 
Booth, Little Albie had the unusual 
experience of seeing two of his boots 
blocked. one an attempted dropkick, 
the other a punt. 

After each mishap, Harvard scored 
and thereafter, except for a similar 
“hrenk” in Yale's favor, put the 
shackles on Booth and the Eli of- 
fense. In this battle of blocked kicks 
Barry Wood,. Harvard's star sopho- 
more. outshone his little Blue rival 
and the Crimson exhibited two of the 
best defensive linesmen of the season 
in Ben Ticknor at center and Jim 
Douglas at end. Ticknor was_ the 
outstanding star of the game. shift- 
ing to guard after an injured arm 
made it difficult for him to pass. 

IRISH SWEEP ON. 

Notre Dame swept Northwestern 
aside, 26 to 6, to make it eight in a 
row for the great Hoosier cast, which 
nevertheless suffered a severe blow in 
the loss of one of its finest linesmen. 
Tim Moynihan, aggressive center. 
Moynihan's leg was broken and Coach 
Knute Rockne, on his sick bed, will 
have the problem of replacement to 
deal with among other things in plan- 
ning the drive against the Army for 
next Saturday in New York. 


To make it a gala day for the state 
of Indiana, the Purdue Boilermakers 
celebrated their final appearance of 
the year by trouncing the University 
of Indiana, 32 to 0. Purdue thus 
closed its season with eight straight 
victories and a record that compares 
with those of the amightiest. including 
Notre Dame and Pittsburgh. Undis- 
puted Big Ten champions, the all- 
conquering Boilermakers have finished 
the greatest campaign in their history.

“KING DAVID” MOREY. 
News of “King David’’ Morey, former head coach at Au- 


‘burn, under whose regime the troubles of the Plainsmen set in! | 


The following clipping from the Hartford Courant tells the story: 

“The best football story of the year has Dave Morey, Bates 
mentor, as its hero. It might be titled ‘The Coach Who Came 
Back.’ 

‘Morey, an all-American back at Dartmouth, became known as 
the best one-man coach in the country at Middlebury college a 
few years ago. His teams were successful. Middlebury tied Har- 
vard and played other big universities. He lifted it from the 
slough of football despond to the heights for a small college. 

“Then his wife’s health forced him to resign from Middlebury 
and seek a berth in some warm climate. He located at Auburn, 
way down in Alabama. In his first year down there Dave scalped 
Vanderbilt. In his second year he resigned because the college 
split into two factions, each trying to control its athletic policy 
and Morey refused to play with either faction. 

“Morey returned to his home at Oak Bluffs, the summer va- 
cation land on Martha’s Vineyard. He was an applicant for a foot- 
ball job at Trinity but did not get much consideration. Whispers 
of what had happened at Auburn—and the whisperers put Morey 
in a bad light—kept him from other jobs. But Frank Kavanaugh, 
at Fordham, who coached Dave when he was a collegian at Dart- 
mouth, took him on as assistant coach for the Maroon. 

‘‘Later came an opening at Bates. Few wanted the job. Bates 
has been rather a hopeless case in the Maine conference. The 
team had not won a football game in more than two years. It 
had failed to score even one touchdown in two years. But Morey 
wanted to prove that he had the coaching ability he had shown 
at Middlebury. He got the job. 

*“‘Today Bates is the champion of that Maine conference. 
Morey’s team defeated Maine 6 to 0, ripped Bowdoin to bits for 
a 26-to-0 win and then swept on to beat Colby 7 to 6. It was 
the first championship which Bates has won in 23 years in football. 

“Last week the powers-that-be in Bates athletics met and voted 
Morey a $700 increase in salary, something far more beneficial 
than many useless, but well phrased testimonials.”

GENERALS SET 
FOR GATOR TILT 


LEXINGTON, Va., Nov. 24.— 
Washington and Lee, playing its final 
game of the current series with 
Florida, will journey to Jacksonville 
Thanksgiving Day in the best mental 
attitude with which they have ever 
met the Alligators in their several 
years of gridiron rivalry. Players, 
coaches and students alike are not 
considering the Turkey Day battle as 
the hardest of the schedule by any 
means, aid refuse to admit, even in 
view of the comparative records of the 
two elevens, that they are in any way 
to be rated as the underdogs. ‘ 


Contrary to the feeling which ex- 
isted in 1928, when the ’Gaters had 
run through seven opponents unde- 
feated, piling up 264 points to their 
opponents’ 25 Litaee meeting the 
Generals, and had defeated Georgia 
and Clemson by three-touchdown mar- 
gins on the two preceding week-ends, 
W. and L. followers are pointing to 
the close scores to which Charlie 
Bachman’s students have been held 
in every game except the opening set- 
up with Southern college. While win- 
ning four and losing only two of their 
battles since then, Florida has only 
outpointed the opposition 59 to 53 
against major opponents, a_ great 
comedown from the powerful scoring | 
record annexed last fall. 


HARD SCHEDULE. 


In looking over the Generals’ 
Schedule, local observers point out 
that there-is probably not a team in 
the South Atlantie area, and certainly 
none in Virginia, which could down 
Kentucky, West Virginia or Tennes- 
see this year. All these foes were 
met on strange gridirons by Wash- 
ington and Lee. The Virginia Tech 
battle, in which the Generals were 
literally smothered, was the only game 
of the year in which the Oberst 
eleven failed to give a good account 
of itself, and was the only Saturday 
of the fall on which the Blue and 
White did not display the kind of 
football its followers had a right to 
expect, 

Comparative scores, although  dis- 
counted rightfully as giving an index 
to future performances, add to the 
feeling in the Washington and Lee 
camp that they will enter the Florida 
setto with at least an even chance to 
come off winners. Taking the tie 
scores of the W. and L.-Virginia, the 
Virginia-Maryland, and the Maryland- 
Yale games, all of which resulted in 
13-all deadlocks, as a starting point, 
the real power of the Generals’ of- 
fense and defense is shown in its 
true light as potentially dangerous to 
any foe. 

Carrying the comparing still fur- 
ther, the strength of the Gainesville 
eleven as compared to that of W. and 
L. can be analyzed. Kentucky de- 
feated V. M. I. by enly five points, 
which might make it appear that the 
peninsula eleven is one touchdown 
better than the invaders it will meet 
Thursday. On the other hand, V. M. 
L downed Clemson by an even dozen 
markers, while the ’Gators bested the 
South Carolinians by a scant touch- 
down. Considering the Cadets from 
this town as three points better than 
the Generals by comparing the scores 
of the teams against Kentucky, the 
Gienerals have a margin of several 
points over Florida if this line of 
calculating is followed. 


COMPARISON. 


The strength of the offensive power 
of the elevens which will meet in the 
Turkey Day clash in Jacksonville can 
be compared when total scoring for 
the year is looked at. With both 
teams running up a margin of over 
50 points over their opening opponent, 
and each meeting five strong major 
teams during the remainder of the 
fall’s campaigning, each has been 
shut out only once, the Generals by 
Tennessee and the ‘Gators by Har- 
vard. In total points, however, W. 
and L. stands supreme, having shoved 
across 22 touchdowns to make their 
total stand at 140, while Florida has 
crossed opposing goal lines but 19 
times for a total accumulation of only 
113 points. 

Psychology may stand on the side 
of Jacksonville's defenders, due to 
the fact that the best the Generals 
have brought back in several tries 
has been a tie count two or three 
years ago, but that mental hazard is 
not recognized here, and, so far as 
the local eleven is concerned, the win- 
ner will not be decided until the 60 
minutes of scrapping is called to a 
halt.

Never has a Boilermaker 
team played such great football, and 
no team ever has demonstrated more 
convincingly that it was deserving of 
the Big Ten title, | 

There is some talk of the possibility 
of Purdue’s engaging in an intersec- 
tional game with a view toward the 
national championship, but that is un- 
likely. The Big Ten frowns on post- 
season contests, but just the same 
there are many who believe Coach 
Jimmy Phelan’s team has a chance to 
defeat any team in the country. 

In second place in this year’s stand- 
ings is Illinois. The Lllini record was 
marred by a tie with Iowa and a de- 
feat by Northwestern. Minnesota and 
Northwestern are tied with three vic- 
tories and two defeats. Ohio State 
and Jowa have .500 averages. The 
former has won two, lost two and tied 
one, while Iowa has won two, lost 
two and tied two. 

BAD START. 

Iowa has played good football all 
year. It got off to a bad start by 
losing to Ohio State and its doesn’t 
need to be ashamed of the 7-0 beating 
it took from Purdue. The climax of 
the Hawkeye play came when the team 
administered a 9-7 defeat to Minnesota 
when the latter team was considered 
a championship contender. 

Chicago, Michigan, Indiana and 
Wisconsin showed little all season and 
at no time after the season started did 
either show anything to warrant cham- 
pionship consideration. Prior to the 
opening of the season Wisconsin was 
thought to have a chance, but in the 
first game of the year Northwestern 
unexpectedly downed the Badgers. 

All in all, the season has been a 
success. There is some inclination to 
believe that the conference was not 
quite up to its usual standard this 
year. although it certainly is true that 
nothing can be said against the caliber 
of Purdue.

Those educators who advocate such 
a move apparently believe the coaches 
direct too much and destivy the ini- 
tiative of the players. 

What does a coach really do on a 
bench during the game? 

One theory is that he constantly 
sends in directions by substitutes. He 
may send in some instructions, but 
they are far from as specific as fans 
might think. 

More often the méssage is of a gen- 
eral nature, such as “Play safe!” as 
a player going in may not se omg od 
cate with his mates until a ed has 
been called the entire face of the situa- 
tion may change and a_ too-definite 
order if carried out may spell disas- 
ter. 

I usually have my quarterbacks sit 
They tell me that I 
say little to them directly, but from 
my grumbling and thinking out loud 
they get some idea what I think is 
wrong out on the field. But good 
generalship is largely a mattef of right 
habits formed in practice. If the quar- 
terback has not learned them any gen- 
eralization I might utter would be of 
little value in the stress of combat. 

MUST BE UNDERSTOOD. 

Again, an instruction may be mis- 
understood and the situation messed 
worse than ever, although Princeton 
once beat Yale through a misunder- 
standing. In 1899, when there were 
no rules against communicating with 
the team on the field, the Tigers sent 
a substitute running across the field 
who shouted instructions to have a 
certain player drop-kick. Princeton 
thought the sub yelled “Poe,” anc 
Arthur Poe, although he was not a 
kicker, kicked the goal and won the 
game.

To put th@ coach into the stands 
will not solve the problem some per- 
sons think exists. The coach. even 
from that perch, could control the or-

The lat- 
est gimning report confirms crop es- 
timates of fifteen million bales, and 
the resiliency of the market in the 
face of a supply that is sufficient, 1f 
not excessive, is remarkable. . Silk is 
at the lowest. prices registered for 
many years. Coffee may go lower, but 
at or around eight cents for No. 7 
Rios, it is getting into ground that is 
legitimately debatable. Rubber is be- 
low the presumptive cost of produc- 
tion and hides have had a prolonged 
decline which ought to be near its end. 
Corn, wheat, rye and oats seem un- 
likely to change much in value until 
next year’s crop becomes a factor. Su- 
gar has shown a slightly firmer ten- 
dency, and is now so much below the 
cost of production that the excess of 
stocks on hand may be discounted. 

The dry goods markets are, if any- 
thing, better. Cotton goods are stead- 
ler in sympathy with the market for 
the raw material, and woolen fabrics 
show a small profit’on the cost of 
manufacture. 

_ Much is being made of the reduc- 
tion in the output of automobiles, 
which is the chief and almost the only 
cause of the decline in iron and steel 
production. But these recessions have 
been long foreseen and they would not 
be considered especially depressing now 
if the stock collapse had not caused 
such a psychic shock. 

The most serious feature of the sit- 
uation is the decrease in new building 
construction, which some authorities 
estimate at 25 per cent for the month 
of October, as compared with | last 
year. This is the natural and inevi- 
table effect of high money but with 
cheaper money and a better bond mar- 
ket, it should soon be practicable to 
finance all the new building that may 
be necessary or desirable.

Therefore, the outlook is reasonably 
satisfactory, and while the repercus-

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—(4)—The 
steel market was featured during the 
week by the announcement of the en- 
trance of railroads for various equip- 
ments, indicating a considerable ex- 
pansion of buying power compared 
with recent inactivity. There was 
also an improvement in structural 
steel operations. Specifications against 
contracts from the automobile indus- 
try were reported as disappointing, 
but against this was the announce- 
ment of resumption of operations. by 
some of the leading manufacturers of 
the west.
